The ball was opened on Saturday morn- 
ing, at Mitchell s Station, on the Orange 
and Alexandria Railroad, by a spirited en- 
gagement between u small portion of Jack- 
son ■ army and a similar force of the ene- 
my, which resulted in the utter rout of the 
latter, with severe loss in killed, wounded, 
aud prisoners.

THE BATTLE Of SOUTHWEST MOUNTAIN. 

(From the Richmond Dispatch, 12th.] 

The prelude to the battle of Saturday 
evening occurred on Friday, in Culpepper 
county, beyond the Rapidan river, in a 
skirmish between the advance of our army 
and a larger force of the enemy. The lat- 
ter retreated with some loss in killed and 
wounded, and twenty-one prisoners fell into 
our hands, including three commissioned 
officers, who arrived here, by way of Lynch- 
burg, on Sunday uight. The pursuit was 
continued for some distance, and the Yan- 
kee forces made a stand at Southwest 
Mountain, near Mitchell's station, about aix 
miles beyond the Rapidan. Slight skir- 
mishing was kept up on Saturday morn- 
ing, and in the afternoon of that day, 
about four o'clock, an attack was made 
upon the enemy by a portion of the divis- 
ion of General Ewell, and a brigade under 
General C. S. 'Winder. Over three hundred 
pri>uiiers were captured in this engage- 
ment, including thirty commissioned offi- 
cers. 

One of the latter ndmits that a Federal 
division was cut to pieces while endeavor- 
ing to surround the Stonewall brigade, and 
the general belief is that the enemy’s loss 
in killed and wounded is at least four times 
greater than ours. It was while bravely 
leading on the men under his command 
that Gen. Winder was shot through the 
breaBt and almost instantly killed. At oue 
moment the fate of his brigade seemed in 
doubt, when his supports came up, and the 
enemy was driven back under an impetu- 
ous onseL On Saturday night the division 
of Oen. A. P. Hill was engaged, and the 
whole Federal force retreated, the pursuit 
being kept up for a distance of five miles. 
Heavy and rapid firing was heard after 
midnight, and the supposition is that a 
battle took place immediately on the Rap- 
pahannock river, near the line of Fuuquier 
county. 

The prisoners were sent back to Gordons- 
ville, whence they were transferred by rail- 
road to Richmond, guarded by a detach- 
ment of the First Maryland regiment, under 
Capt. Win. Goldsborough. 

According to the statements of prisoners, 
the force under Tope amounts to 40,000 
men. 

Gen. C.S. Winder was a nephew of Gen. 
John U. Winder, the commander of the 
Department of Henrico, and was probably 
the youngest Brigadier in the Confederate 

army. 

The city was full of rumors yesterday of 
a battle on Sunday, but after the most dili- 
gent inquiry we could, learn nothing defi- 
nite concerning it. Certain it is, that 
heavy firing was heard in the direction of 
the Rappahannock after midnight (Satur- 
day), and again for a brief period on Sun- 
day morning. No train had arrived from 
Gordonsville up to a late hour last night, 
and no intelligence had been received at 
the War Office to confirm the rumors so in- 
dustriously circulated throughout the day. 

The enemy had 6,000 troops engaged in 
the battle on Saturday afternoon. 

FROM TORK RIVER. 

(From the Richmond Dispatch, 12th]. 

Our advices from Die country bordering 
on Y'ork river are as late as Saturday last. 
Up to that period a small force of the enemy 
continued to occupy a point in New Kent 
county known as the ‘’Brick House," but 
not one had visited West Point since the 
grand flight of the gunboats and transports 
immediately after General McClellan 
“changed his base.” They doubtless find 
more scope for their thievish propensities 
on the Peninsula between James and Yoik 
rivers, where a direct communication with 
Fortress Monroe affords them greater secu- 
rity. Two prominent citizeus of Gloucester 
have lately been arrested by the Confeder- 
ate authorities for trading with the Yan- 
kees, though it is believed that their trans- 
actions were prompted rather by cupidity 
than by any design of returning to “their 
allegiance under the old flag." 

SIX HUNDRED THOUSAND MEN. 

[From tha Richmond 

Lincoln’s Secretary of War has ordered 
a draft of 300,000 militia to serve for nine 
months. This is in addition to the 300,000 
volunteers previously called for, and, as the 
latter do not come forward as fast as they 
are needed, it is ordered that the deficiency 
among them after the 15th iust. shall also 
be made up by draft. This addition of 600,- 
000 men to the Yapkee armies will give 
them, according to the New York Herald, a 
force of over one million. It will be for 
Congress to determine what legislation is 
rendered necessary by this fact. 

SOT PRISONERS OF WAR. 

[From the Richmond Dispatch, 12th.] 

The officers who arrived yesterday from 
Uordonsville, twenty-seven in number, and 
who were captured by Gen. Jackson on Sat- 
urday, will not be considered prisoners of 
war so long as the recent offensive and un- 
civilized order of Gen. Pope remains unre- 
pealed. They have all, General Prince in- 
cluded, been placed in the Libby Prison, 
and will in a few days be separately con- 
fined, to be tried, and finally punished as 
felons, should the Government of the North 
persist ip claiming the right to murder and 
pillage.

FROM THE SOUTH BIDE. 

The news from the South side is unim- 
portant. There are no reported movements 
of the enemy in force. The fifteen thousand 
Yankees who were said, on Saturday, to be 
marching on Petersburg, have not yet made 
their appearance before that eity. 

Yankee cavalry, operating from Coggin » 
Point as a base, are committing daily depre- 
dations on the citixens of Prince George, 
and stealing their negroes. There seems, 
just now, no remedy for this evil. Since 
the brush at Cox’s Creek, a fortnight ago, 
onr cavalry are no more heard of. 

CBAHOIRO MIS BARE. 

It was confidently asserted on the street

We captured a large number of 
prisoners, including Capt. Blunt, Breckiu- 
ridge 8 aid.

The transport steamer Lewis Whiteman 
ran into the gunboat Oneida, fifty miles 
above Nsw Orleans, on the night of the 
Cth, and the transport sunk. She had on 
board the body of Gen. Williams, with an »s- i 
cort of six of his body guard, also 42 of 
ours and three Confederates wounded. The 
body was recovered; thirty-eight wounded 
soldiers and three of the body guard were 
saved. 

The official report of CoL Cahill, com- 
menced after the death of Gen. Williams 
stated the rebel force about ten regiments. I 
After a fight of four hours of great severity 
the enemy were repulsed. Gen. Williams 
was killed by a rifle ball passing through 
his chest during the battle.

Breckinridge asked permission in writ- 
ing to bury his dead. 

Col. Cahill replied, “Our men are engaged 
in the work, whieh will soon be accom- 
plished." 

A passenger from Baton Rouge states 
our loss in killed at70; wounded 216. Geu. 
Williams had three horses shot under him. 
He was killed whilst rallying the 21st 
Indiana, who had just lost a field piece. 
The gnn was retakeu, but Gen. W illiams 
fell. The wounded are about as follows : 
21st Indiana 81; 14th Maine 70, 4th Wis- 
consin 10; 6th Michigan 25; 7th Vermont 
15; 30th Massachusetts 12; 19th Connecti- 
cut 2. Among the prisoners is Gen. Alen, 
of Mississippi, mortally wounded. Among 
the wounded is Lieut. Col. Keith of the 21st 
Indiana. Gen. Butler issued a general 
order, announcing, in eloquent language, 
the death of Gen. Wiliiams, and also a con- 
gratulatory order to the troops in their suc- 
cessful engagement, iu which he says: “The 
enemy lost three Brigadiers in killed 
wounded and taken prisoners, and many 
Colonels and field officers. He has more 
than one thousand killed and wounded. 
You have captured 3 pieces of artillery, six 
caissons, two stand of arms, and a large 
number of prisoners. 

A letter from Baton Rouge states that 
the fight between the Essex and Arkansas 
was a fair stand up fight. Doner lay 300 
yards distant, pouring solid 9-inch shot 
into the Arkansas, till a break was made, 
when an inoendiary shell was exploded in 
the breach, setting her on fire. The rebel 
crew left her and she soon exploded. 

The fhneral of General Williams took 
place at New Orleans on the 8th, aud was 
very impressive. 

Probably the General Lovell reported 
killed is Col. Lovell, and not Mqjor General 
Mansfield Lovell, who is understood to be at 
Richmond.

THE MURDER OF OEN. CASWELL. 

[From the Enquirer.] 

The Knoxville Register, of the 7th inst., 
gives but few additional particulars in re- 
gard to the murder of Gen. Wui. R. Caswell, 
which took placa ob the 6th instant near j 
his residence, some six miles east of Knox- 
ville. Ilia servants report they saw him 
8tru ggliDg with some one in the road, but 
before they could reach him life was ex- 
tinct and the murderer fled. Immediately 
upon the receipt of the intelligence in 
Knoxville a party of citizens mounted 
horse and started out to scour the country 
in search of the assassin. 

The General was in Knoxville on the 
morning of the murder, and interchanged , 
greet ings with numerous triends. 

General Caswell was a distinguished 
soldier, haying served through the Mexi- 
can campaign. He was one of the earliestin 
Knoxville to embrace the cause of the South 
on the breaking out of the war. He was 
appointed, by Gov. Harris, a Brigadier- 
General in the State service, and com- 
manded the forces rendezvoused at Knox- 
ville until they were turned over to the 
Confederate Government, when he retired 
to private li.fe

Farther Point, August 18. 

The steamer Anglo Saxon, from Liver- 
pool 7th, via Londonderry 8th, passed here 
for Quebec this morning. By the Anglo 
Saxon we have Londonderry dispatches of 
the 8th inst, which failed at Cape Race. 

The Queen's speech has the following 
pAragroph: In relation to America, in addi- 
tion to the one already telegraphed, her 
Majesty has given ready assent to the act 
carrying into effect the treaty with the 
United States for the suppression of the 
slave trade, and trusts that the co-opera- 
tion of the United States navy with her 
own, may go far to extinguish the desolat- 
ing crime which the treaty is directed.

Great Britain's interest 
was in maintaining billigerent rights at 
sea, and she could not interfere unless bel- 
ligerent rights were abused. Representa- 
tions were abused. Representations were 
being made to tbe United States to prevent 
(he practice of requiring bonds for goods 
shipped from. New York to Nassau. 

Leavenworth, Aug 18. 

Owing to the presence of a large body 
of rebels in Jackson county, Mo., and 
neighborhood, and a threatened attack on 
Kansas City, the Provost Marshal of this city, 
acting under orders from Headquarters of 
the Department of Kansas, has ordered the 
citizens, en masse, to enroll and arm them- 
selves for military duty. Any one failing 
to do so, will be arrested. Business is 
mostly suspended, and it is thought there 
will be a general compliance with the order. 

The troops lately composing the Indian ex- 
pedition, with the exception of three In- 
dian regiments, are supposed to be at Fort 
Scott or marching north from there. 

Washington, August 18. 

Cassius M. Clay is to be assigned to a 
very important command west of the Mis- 
sissippi. Colonel Corcoran, together with 
Colonel Wilcox, and others, will dine with 
the President to-day. The republication of 
the order for consolidating the corps of 
Fremont, McDowell and Banks, under the 
command of Gen. Pope, is supposed to be 
intended to define tbe command of General 
McDowell. 

Fortress Monroe, Aug. 18. 

The Newbern Progress states that the 
final result of tbe election in North Caro- 
lina, indicate a defeat of Johnson, seces- 
sion candidate for Governor, by a majority 
of 10,000. The Union opposition have 
elected nearly every member of bolh 
branches of the Legislature by still greater 
majorities. Every candidate advocating a 
continuance of the war und a separation 
of the Union, has been defeated. 

Fortress Monroe, Aug. 10. 

Among the sick and wounded arrived 
here to-day are Lieut. A. W. Wheeler, 31st 
Illinois, Lieut. H. D. Halupp, 8th Illinois. 

One hundred rebel cavalry drove in the 
Union pickets last night at Suffolk, and 
some little excitement prevails there to-day 
on account of it. 

The transports, with the disabled soldiers, 
have all passed down the road, except a 
few now at this plaoe. 

Nashville, August 18. 

Eighty guerillas from Meade county, on 
their way to join Morgan, were attacked 
on Saturday near Mammoth Cave, by 
thirty-four Home Guards. A captain was 
killed, and all the guerillas oaptured. Gen. 
Nelson is in this city. Trains are running 
through on tbe Chattanooga railroad. 

Lexington, Kt., August 18. 

We learn by a courier that a force of 
rebel cavalry, perhaps three thousaud, 
made their appearance, to-day, at Rich- 
mond, twenty-five miles from here. They 
are supposed to be the advance of the large 
force at London and Somerset. 

Washington, August 18. 

The Russian Legation at Washington, in 
reception of news of the early arrival of 
the Emperor of Russia’s second son in the 
United States, this instant, is said to take 
place in answer to an invitation recently 
made by Mr. Cameron, our Minister to the 
Knssian Emperor.
